1. Does It do any harm to collect 
birds' eggs? 


Yes, decidedly so, if any appreci- 


able number of eggs are taken, as 
this reduces the bird population dan- 
gerously. An historic lesson on this 
danger is the conspicuous crop fail- 
ure of 1861, in France, where about 
100,000.000 bird-eggs vtie>stimateil 
as eaten yearly.
